Smoking ban begins September 5"

WILMINGTON - The air has 
been cleared on the issue of 
whether or not smoking should be 
allowed in local restaurants. 

At the Town Meeting on 
Saturday, April 22 residents voted 
in favor of Article 32, which pro- 
posed that smoking in 
Wilmington eateries be stamped 
out once and for all. 

“I have as much right to walk 
through a restaurant without 
inhaling secondhand smoke,” 
responded an audience member 
who stood at a microphone to 
refute a few calls for smokers’ 


rights. 

The majority of Town Meeting 
members agreed. Effective 
September 5, 2000 smoking will be 
prohibited at all local restau- 
rants, The smoke-out will extend 
beyond Wilmington dining loca- 
tions to include establishments 
that are open to the public and 
also serve food. 

Anybody who does light up a 
cigarette in a restaurant after 
said date will have a $50 fine 
dragged out of their wallet. The 
owner of the restaurant will also 
see $50 from his or her own pock- 
et go up in smoke.

Scalise pleads guilty

Both Defense 
Attorney Robert Lewin and the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
agree that Michael Scalise is 
guilty of trapping and killing his 
neighbor's cat.

WILMINGTON - “One of the pro- 
motions managers on a whim 
wrapped up a copy of the book and 
mailed it to Martha Stewart head 
quarters marked ‘Attention Martha 
Stewart, personal please’,” said 
Hugh Wiberg author — of 
“Hand-feeding Backyard Birds.” 
For the past 20 years, his interest in 
birds and hand-feeding them has 
grown and intensified 

Wilmington resident for 39 years, 
Mr. Wiberg recently had his book 
revised. Its second edition, en 
hanced with more pictures and ad- 
ditional information, was published 
last September by Storey Books of 
Pownal, VT a nationally known 
publisher of nature and bird books 

“There was zero optimism that 
Martha Stewart was ever going to 
wind up seeing this book,” Mr 
Wiberg said. “As you can imagine, 
there are a great number of buffer 
zones between Martha Stewart and 
the outside world.” He said that 
eventually, she did read it and she 
called his publisher 

“She said to them ‘I love this 
book. We must doa segment. Would 
you help us make the arrange 
ments?’ and they talked to me.” Mr 
Wiberg said. He said that the result 
was a trip to the Ipswich Sanctuary 
in Ipswich, Massachusetts in March 
of this year 

“An agreement was made that

When police reported tothe scene 
they made a positive identification 
that the jockey was indeed Alfred 
Nobody could identify the donkey, 
a loose end in the investigation that

“A huge van that said Martha 
Stewart Living on the side of it 
arrived at the sanctuary,” he said. 
“Six people: two video, two audio 
and two producers came.” He said 
they packed equipment in back- 
packs and went into the Sanctuary 
All the while I was hoping the 
birds wouldn't forsake me on this 
day,” Mr. Wiberg said. “There's 
never a guarantee that they are 
going to be where you want them to 
be, when you want them.” He said 
that he specified the group to be at 
the location by 6:30 a.m. because 
optimum hand feeding time is be- 
tween 6:30 and 10:00 a.m. “They've 
fasted overnight and are more in- 
clined to take a little bit of a chance 
toland ona human hand,” he added 

He said that he took his grand- 
children because they are familiar 
with hand-feeding the birds and he 
felt it would be advantageous for 
the filming to show children it’s 
possible, When they entered a little 
stand of pine trees within the Sanc- 
tuary, he told the crew there was a 
welcoming committee ready to meet 
them 

“They didn’t get it (at first],” he 
said, but when about twelve chicka- 
dees came to the forefront of the 
tree branches, they realized what 
was happening. “I wanted to show 
them that the birds recognized me, 
and they clearly did.” Mr. Wiberg 
said that they began filming at that 
point and by the end of the 3-hour 
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no doubt proved to be a pain in the 
now, now, this is a family 
newspaper 

“My kids are ecstatic that Alfred 
hasbeen found,” says Filosi. “Alfred 
is cool.” 

Yes, Alfred once was lost, but 
now he’s found. However, he was 
not exactly returned to the Filosis 
with amazing grace. Alfred's hand, 
the one that holds up that lantern, 
had broken off during his nights on 
the town. At least nobody can say 
that Alfred has never given a hand- 
out 

The Town Crier has asked Filosi 
if he believes that the ‘kidnapper’ is 
a smart teenager with a good sense 
of humor that had gotten - - forgive 
the pun, Alfred -- out of hand. 

“I think you're correct,” he an- 
swered with a chuckle. “Actually, 
a group of people had to have taken 
him. They had to have been young 
and quick-footed because Alfred is 
four feet tall. He weighs 250 pounds 
He's big.” 

The good news is that Alfred is 
home, sweet home. What about 
Saint Anthony and the donkey, 
though? 

“They are both safe and sound at 
180 Bradford Road,” assures Filosi 
“Saint Anthony is in my bedroom. 
and the donkey is in my driveway 
All their owners need to do is give 
me or the police a call, and then 
they can come by my place to pick 
them up.” 

A closing message for the own- 
ers of Saint Anthony and the don- 
key: When you go pick up your 
statues at the Filosis’ residence, 
it's the house with a jockey on the 
front lawn.

State Senate passes 
teacher retirement bill 


BOSTON - Tewksbury’s State 
Senator Sue Tucker has announced 
that the Senate passed a teacher 
retirement bill that would help to 
reward quality teachers for their 
dedicated service and attract 
highly-qualified individuals to the 
profession. 

“I believe it is important to de- 
velop a retirement system to pro- 
vide for those who have spent years 
inthe classroom educating our chil- 
dren as well as to encourage the 
best and the brightest to enter the 
profession,” Tucker said. 

Senator Tucker said the legisla- 
tion assists teachers by establish- 
ing an alternative retirement sys- 
tem under which the pensions for 
participating teachers will be in- 
creased by two percent for each 
year of service after the 24th year. 
In order to be eligible, a teacher 
must contribute into the system for 
at least five years at a contribution 
rate of 11 percent and have 30 years 
of creditable service, 20 years of 
which must be as a teacher.

said Mr Melhado. He said Kara 
worked as a peer leader for him 
helping sixth graders with issues 
such as drugs and alcohol, when

he came to me at that time, 
reached out to me and hugged 
me,” Mr. Melhado said. He said 
she cried when she hugged him 
and expressed her sadness at 
learning of his tumor and 
surgery.

Awareness Month. May 14 is Moth- 
ers’ Day. That's a good combina- 
tion, according to the American 
Stroke Association, a division of 
the American Heart Association, 
because it draws attention toa sad 
fact - stroke kills more than 97,000 
women each year - and an encour- 
aging fact - you can help reduce 
those numbers. 

That's why taking the time to 
learn the warning signs this month 
could be the best Mother's Day 
present you could ever give any- 
one, It can make the difference 
between life and death. 

A critical step in surviving a 
stroke - which is a blockage of blood 
flow tothe brain caused by a clogged 

‘or ruptured blood vessel - is speed. 
Call 911 ag soon as the signs are 
evident, 

Fast action is important, espe- 
cially now that a new emergency 
treatment for stroke - a clot busting 
drug called tissue plasminogen ac- 
tivator (t-PA) - can greatly reduce 
the risk of death and permanent 
damage. Unfortunately, less than 

ercent of Americans get to the 

ital in time to receive t-PA, 

whi¢h must be administered within 

thrée hours of the onset of symp- 
toms to be effective. 

The warming signs of stroke are: 
sudden weakness or numbness of 
the face, arm or leg, especially on 
one side of the body; sudden confu- 
sion, trouble speaking or under- 
standing; sudden trouble seeing in 
one or both eyes; sudden trouble 
walking, dizziness, loss of balance 
or coordination; and sudden severe 
headache with no known cause. 


According to the American 
Stroke Association, the medical 
outcome of a stroke patient who 
receives the clot busting drug and a 
patient who doesn’t get to the hos- 
pital in time for treatment can be 
dramatically different. One grand- 
mother could have the ability to 
carry their grandbaby in a-few 
days, while the other might never 
regain her strength. 

More than half of women who 
survive a stroke die within eight 
years. However, the chance of suf- 
fering a stroke can be reduced by 
practicing a healthy lifestyle 

Womenshould control high blood 
pressure, stop smoking, contro] 
blood cholesterol, become physi- 
cally active, avoid obesity and work 
with a doctor to prevent or treat 
atrial fibrillation and carotid ar- 
tery disease. Atrial fibrillation is 
the rapid, uncoordinated beating of 
the heart's upper chambers. Ca- 
rotid artery disease effects the blood 
vessel system that supplies the 
brain. 

The American Stroke Associa- 
tion, a division of the American 
Heart Association, was created in 
November 1998 as part of a strate- 
gic decision to spotlight and 
strengthen the American Heart 
Association's effort to reduce death 
and disability from stroke through 
research, education, fundraising 
and advocacy.

A little more than a year ago, 
Chet Ferreira was a rugged and 
physical defenseman for the Wilm- 
ington High ice hockey team 
Loaded with potential, Ferreira, 
like almost every other teenager, 
needed to mature both on the ice, in 
the classroom and in life.

15-20 pounds to his frame as he 
stands at 6'2, 185-pounds, and he 
has realized just what kind of po- 
tential he has in the game of ice 
hockey. Sohave many other people. 

Just last week Chet returned 
from Chicago, Illinois where he 
played for Team Massachusetts in 
the very elite Chicago Showcase of 
Stars hockey tournament. There he 
was watched by the eyes of coaches 
from several division 1 schools, in- 
cluding AIC, Merrimack and St. 
Lawrence. 

A transfer from Charlestown 
after his sophomore season, 
Ferreira was by far the best 
defenseman Steve Scanlon coached 
since his tenure as varsity coach 
started in the 1991 campaign. But 
sometimes Ferreira let his emo- 
tions catch up with him and some- 
times that hurt him. 

"Young kids screw around and 
do stupid things but here you can't 
do that,” he said. "You have so 
much work and responsibilities that 
even if you wanted to you couldn't 
screw around." 

Now a year older, a year wiser, 


and a year of more experience, 
Ferreira has gotten to that next 
level by hard work alone. 

“It's going really well," he said 
of his choice of attending the prep 
school for a year. "I came up here 
to improve on my academics and in 
my game [of hockey]. I definitely 
made the right decision. Academi- 
cally I really had to improve and 
here my biggest class is ten kids, so 
I get all of the attention I need.” 

At Winchendon, it's required that 
students play two varsity sports 
and one club sport. Chet took up 
soccer, hockey and now baseball. 
But obviously it's hockey where he 
has had the most success, and it's 
hockey that he loves. He played for 
Winchendon and was their top 
defenseman, while he also moved 
up to forward on the power play. In 
40+ games, he ended the season 

with 15 goals and 30 assists for 45 
points. The team did very well, 
with’ Wildcat teammate Justin 
Vallas among his Winchendonteam- 


mates, and they went to the play 
offs and lost in the first round 

"Playing that many games was 
definitely a lot different than high 
school. There are days when you 
need to rest but you can't, so you 
just suck it up," he said. 

About a month ago, Ferreira 
played in the Hockey Night in Bos- 
ton tournament where he was picked 
as an all-scholastic for his play 
After that tournament which he 
was named the Merrimack Valley 
MVP for the Prep/Private teams, 
Scanlon suggested to Ferreira to 
try out for Team Massachusetts 
Ferreira and about 74 other hockey 
players did and he made the team. 

"There were a lot of kids and a 


lot of talent," he said. "I guess I 
made it because they liked my de- 
fense and physical style." 
Ferreira and the team then flew 
out to Chicago to play in this ex- 
travaganza tournament that has 
almost every set of college coaches’ 
eyes onevery second of every game 
With 25 teams there, Team Massa- 
chusetts first took on Team Buffalo 
and won 3-1, then they beat Team 
North Dakota, 4-3, before losing to 
Wisconsin, 3-1.

demics, returning to soccer and 
becoming part of the normal 
high school life.” 

In her junior year, she started

He notes that the young lady, 
who has had to leave the fashion 
design program she was taking 
at Syracuse University, has vol- 
unteered every summer to work 
at Camp Carole, a local summer 
camp for young cancer patients. 


Waszak and another Angel 
Sue Lynehan, first met Irving 
when they worked together, last 
summer, at Camp Maude Eaton, 
a Girl Scout Camp in North 
Andover. 

“We did not know about her 
sickness until March,” Waszak

“Sons often served as appren- 
tices to learn their father's trade 
and daughters helped their 
mothers and also learned neces- 
sary skills such as spinning 
yarn and making candles. 

“Life in a seaport depended 
on trade and the bounty of the 
sea and village life was simple 
and self-reliant. 

“That's the picture painted by 
fifth graders at the Little School 
who spent weeks studying life in 
colonial New England, circa 
1750, as part of an integrated 
curriculum unit 

“Fifth grade teachers Ellen 
Devecis, Patrick Fraine and 
Michele Rozmiarek met over the 
summer to plan the curriculum, 
which taught the students every 
aspect of mid-18th century colo- 
nial life, both work and play. 

Students in Devecis’ and 
Rozmiarek’s classes studied typ- 
ical colonial villages and 
Fraine's class learned about life 
in a seaport.

Question: We are refinishing 
some of our furniture, and 
we're having problems with 
dust particles settling into the 
varnished surface. What is the 
best way to deal with this? 

Answer: Obviously, the best 
solution is to try to maintain a 
dust-free environment for your 
working area. But minor im- 
perfections and particles of 
dust stuck to the varnished sur- 
face can be rubbed down with 
fine abrasive paper between 
coats. If your top coat is to be 
a high-gloss finish, take even 
more care to ensure that your 
brush is perfectly clean 

If you are not satisfied with 
your final finish, dip very fine 
steel wool in wax polish and 
rub the varnish with parallel 
strokes in the direction of the 
grain. Buff the surface with a 
soft cloth. This will remove the 
high gloss, but it leaves a 
pleasant sheen on the surface 
with no obvious imperfections. 

Question: I am trying to save 
money by doing as much home 
maintenance and preventive 
maintenance myself. My home 
has a flat roof, and one of my 
big concerns is preventing roof 
leaks. What should I look for 
when I inspect my roof? 

Answer: Flat roofs should be 
inspected once ar. Do the 
job in two sta once on a dry 
day, and again just after a rain 
so you can observe standing 


pools of water, Wear soft-soled 
shoes and walk gently. One of 
the chief causes of leaks in a 
built-up roof is breakdown 
caused by careless walking on 
the roof in heavy work boots. If 
the roof is visited frequently, 
install a wooden walkway sup- 
ported by 2-by-4s laid horizon- 
tally.to spread weight and dis- 
tribute pressure over a large 
area. This prevents damage. 

Leaks are generally located 
directly over their evidence on 
the ceiling below. Chief causes 
of leaks are moisture trapped 
between layers of roofing due 
to incorrect application, drying 
out or cracking of the layers 
due to deterioration caused by 
ultraviolet radiation, and in- 
adequate flashing of roof edges 
and openings. Most leaks, in 
fact, appear where the roof 
meets the edges of the building: | 

Clean away debris — espe- 
cially ar of damp silt or 
debris — from the roof and gut- 
ters. Look for blisters or rip- 
ples in the roof surface, as well 
as slits, cracks, areas of torn 
rdofing and places where flash- 
ing has come loose or 
deteriorated. Do not tamper 
with untorn blisters or loose 
flashing until you are ready to 
make repairs. Blisters not lo- 
cated near ceiling damage and 
which do not expel water when 
pressure is applied should not 
be disturbed or repaired.
